Add 15% on orders from $10 to $20 and 20% on all orders above $20 
fully paid in advance. 


PAYMENTS: Please send check, postal or express money orders or drafts. Do NOT 
send cash, 


SHIPMENT: All retail orders are shipped parcel post to all points in the U.S.A. 
We begin shipping AS SOON AS WEATHER PERMITS. 


BULB SIZES: Bulbs are graded in six different sizes from No. 1 to No. 6. The 
largest size is No. 1 which is 13 inches in diameter or over, No. 2 bulbs fun from 
1g inches to 15 inches with + inch variation in each size down to No. 6, which is 3 
inch or under. These are all diameters, Do not be fooled by offers of bulbs sized 
by circumference, Gladiolus are usually sold by diameter. Retail lists are made up 
of Large, Medium and Small sizes. Large is No. 1 and No. 2 sizes; Medium No. 3 and 
No. 43; and Small No. 5 and No. 6 sizes. We always use the larger of the two sizes 
as long as they last. When they are gone, we send the second size. If your order 
calls for Medium and you get part No. 3 and part No. 4, please do not write us about 
it saying we sent the wrong size. It is simply that we were out of the larger size 
so we sent the next size which is still Mediun. 


Medium size bulbs will bloom, although the spike will not usually have as many 
buds as the large size bulbs, Small size will bloom if they have a long season in 
which to grow. 


EXPLANATION: After each variety name in parenthesis ( ) is the originator's name 
and date of introduction. Following that we list the number of days it takes that 
particular variety to bloom, and the last number is the classification number, 


GUARANTEE: Above all, we take great pains to keep our stock absolutely true to 
name, but mistakes do happen in spite of all we can do. If bulbs are not satisfac- 
tory, we will do our best to make them so or will refund your money if returned to 
us promptly.
